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EXHIBITIONS: 


Lower Special Exhibition Gallery: JAPANESE SCREENS. More than 30 
Japanese screens from the Museum collection, ranging from subtle 
monochrome ink landscapes of the Muromachl period (1392-1573) to the 
brilliant golds and vivid colors of the decorative works of the 
Edo period (1615-1868). Through October 14, 1984. 

Gallery A (adjacent to Bookstore) iMIRRORS : ART AND SYMBOL. 

The recent acquisition of an extraordinary pair of Egyptian 
bronze mirrors (c. 1450 BC) inspired this exhibition of nearly 
30 hand mirrors from the Museum’s collection. Examples of 
ancient Greek, Etruscan, Chinese, and Japanese mirrors are 
included along with prints, drawings, and decorative objects 
depicting mirrors in use or as symbols. Through November 18, 1984. 

Textile Corridor: GREEK ISLAND EMBROIDERY. More than 25 examples of 
embroidery dating from the 16th through the 19th centuries examine 
embroidery’s central role in the lives of women living on the 
islands surrounding the Greek peninsula. Through Spring, 1985. 

Prints and Drawings Galleries: EASTWARD FROM THE RHINE: ROMANTICISM 
TO ABSTRACTION, 1800-1925. More than 90 works, principally 
lithographs, etchings, and woodcuts, from the Museum’s collection 
explore the beginnings of modernism in prints and drawings by 
artists from Germany, Austria, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Poland, 
and Russia. Through September 9, 1984. 

Classroom Level Exhibition Area: FOCUS: FIBER. This annual juried 
exhibition of original works by members of the Textile Arts Club 
of Cleveland encompasses all textile techniques. August 5 is last 
day.
